ARTICI.E 1 
Name. 

This organization shall be known as 
“The Vulcan Community Club.” 

ARTICLE 2 
Objects , 

To promote . social intercourse, a 
higher standard of community life, 
the study of economic and social ques¬ 
tions bearing on our interest as citi¬ 
zens, and the furthering of the inter¬ 
ests of the town and district in every 
possible way. 

ARTICLE 3 
Membership 

All those who believe in the objects 
of this organization and who reside in 
the Vulcan district shall be eligible 
for..membership. 

‘ARTICLE 4 

, Fees 

The annual fee shall be $2.00 per 
year, payable in advance. All mem¬ 
bership fees shall expire on the 31st 
day of December of each year. 

ARTICLE 5 
Officers 

1. All members of the club, in good 

standing, shall be eligible to hold of¬ 
fice. , 

2. The officers of the club shall 
consist of the following: 

President 
Vice-President 
Secretary-Treasurer 
Five Directors 

3. The officers shall be elected for 
a term of one year, said term to ex¬ 
pire on 31st of December. 

4. The annual election of officers 

shall be by nomination and ballot, 
and no person shall be declared elect¬ 
ed until he has received a majority of 
the votes cast. f 

ARTICLE 6 

- Duties of Officers 

1. The President shall preside at 
all meetings; appoint standing and 
special committees, and shall dis¬ 
charge all other duties usually per¬ 
taining to such office. 

2. The Vice-President shall dis¬ 
charge the duties of the President in 
the absence of the President. 

3. The Secretaiy-Treasurer shall 
attend all meetings and generally 
shall perform all the duties pertain¬ 
ing to the office of the Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

/ 4. The Directors shall transact all 
•ousiness of the club and three mem¬ 
bers thereof shall-form a quorum. 

ARTICLE 7 
The Constitution 

The Constitution of this club may 
be amended from time to time, notice 
of amendment to be mailed to each 
member, said notice to give date of 
meeting and the wording of the pro¬ 
posed amendment to be voted upon.

“Profits made by shipowners during 
the war were fabulous,” and “unbe¬ 
lievable,” J. H. Rossetter, the former 
director of operations of the shipping 
board, told the senate commissioners 
at Washington, in a testimony made 
public recently by Chairman Jones. 
The board realized enormous profits 
on some ships, he said, but the earn¬ 
ing of privately owned vessels were 
even greater. 

One ship owned by a company with 
which he had been connected, he said, 
operating under the board as a cargo 
carrier between San Francisco and 
Calcutta earned in one voyage of 110 
days, more than $800,000. This netted 
the board, he said, approximately 
$760,000 over the compensation allow¬ 
ed to owners and other expenses. 

The Quisticonk, the first ship built 
at Hog Island, on a voyage of 92 days, 
under arrangements with the Italian 
government, earned $697,622, Mr. 
Rossetter said. Net profits were 
$461,161, after taking care of $37,800 
in depreciation and $18,900 interest.
